Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session James M. 

Damron was requested to take the 
stand. Mr. Damron stepped forward in 
his usual alert and impetuous manner 
when his name was called, and after 
passing inside the rail the oath was ad- 
ministered to him. He then quietly 
seated himself in a chair upon the wit- 
ness stand, and in a most cool and de- 
liberate manner he answered the ques- 
tions put to him by Judge Campbell. 
In response to the interrogatories of 
the judge, he testified as follows: 
I know W. C. Lockwood, the defend- 
aut. Iknew him between July 20th 
and 25th last, at which time I occu- 
pied a room or roomsin the Redick 
block, at the corner of First and 
Spring streets in thiscity. While there 
I divided my time between rooms 9, 10, 
11 and 12. I think I occupied room 12 
three nights and most of the time dur- 
ing the day. The remainder of the 
time that I was in the Redick block I 
slept in what I think is room 9, This 
apartment adjoins room 10, all of the 
rooms on the third floor having an en- 
trance from the hallway, and they are 
all connected by intervening doors. 
Rooms 10 and 9 were unfurnished 
when I went to the block, but rooms 
11 and 12 were. At no 
time did I sleep in room 10. During 
the time I was in the Redick block I 
saw Lockwood every-day. It was pri- 
marily at my own instauce that I went 
into hiding at this place, although 
Lockwood -had offered me a hiding 
place there. I do not know what rooms 
in the block were rented by Lockwood. 
As far as room 12 is concerned, I do 
not know whether he had any con- 
trol over it or not. I took some of the 
furniture out of room 12 and placed it 
in room 9. During the seven days that 
I was in the block Lockwood supplied 
me daily with all the local papers. 
While he was with me he would talk 
to me about the rumors onthe street 
concerning my whereabouts. He said 
that it was stated that I was first in 
Albuquerque, N. M., and then in Ense- 
nada, Lower California.

at the Hollenbeck; taken over to the 
City Jail and informed that it had 
been discovered that the bond he had 
given that afternoon on the second 
charge of forgery, upon which he had 
been arrested, was not good; how he 
was informed by the clerk that 
he was under arrest; how he had 
informed al! the parties that they had 
no legal right to detain him, as he had 
been released upon a duly-approved 
hond, that afternoon; how he was fol- 
lowed back to the hotel by a policeman 
and placed under an espionage during 
the entire night; how the next day it 
had been found his bail was all right. 
All this, the witness said, he had re- 
lated to Lockwood. To the jury yes- 
terday afternoon he told it in truly 
dramatic style.

While in the Redick block 
I received a number of notes, most of 
them being brought to me by Lock- 
wood, When J said I did not want to 
compromise anyone in removing from 
the Redick block I meant Lockwood. 
My wife afterward told me that the 
party whom she thought was au officer 
patrolling our rooms in the Hollenbeck 
on Saturday evening, the 20th of July, 
— — the night watchman of the 

otel. 

Next came a question which the wit- 
ness hedged on. He was asked: Lou 
have stated that at the time 
Harve Branscombe came to room 12 in 
the Redick block, on the morning of 
July 2lst, he asked to have a private 
conversation with you, and you went 
into room 11.

THRE STANFORD LITERARY BU- 
REAU. 


From time to time we receive copies 
of papers which do not regularly reach 
this office, containing lengthy lauda- 
tory notices of the Republican Senator 
from California, carefully marked with 
blue pencil, for fear they might other- 
wise evade the eagle eye of the editor. 
These articles bear a remarkable fam- 
ily resemblance, and while there is no 
proof that such is the case, it certainly 
looks very much as if they were ground 
out of a literary bureau, specially de- 
voted to their production and dissemi- 
nation. 

Yesterday a copy of the Brooklyn 
(J. .) Eagle for August 12th came to 
hand, with one of these - articles, 
marked as usual.

the old yarn about how Mr. Stanford 
made his first two-bits out of horse- 
radish, at the early age of six; also to 
the usual fulsome laudation of the 
Stanford University, but the writer 
fails to mention the interesting fact 
that the principal building at Palo 
Alto, where the youthful idea is to be 
taught to shoot, is a storage warehouse 
for brandy. We are further given the 
interesting information that Mr. Stan- 
ford is large and imposing,’’ that he 
has a close-shut mouth and superla- 
tive gray;eyes,’’ that he ats a hearty 
breakfast“ and is ‘easily approached.” 
Also, that Senator Stanford has 
always acknowledged the great influ- 
ence of the press.“ This is no doubt 
true, as it is commonly reported that 
an article such as the one under re- 
view, when mailed to the Senator by 
the writer, is good for a handsome 
check, by return mail. : 


THE STREET-OPENING ACT. 


The San Francisco Bulletin is very 
severe upon the street-opening act, 
which the Supreme Court last week de- 
clared constitutional, characterizing it 
as the most infamous enactment of a 
vagabond legislature.“ The Bulletin 
sees great danger in the act, which, it 
says, places in the city councils of all 
the cities absolute and complete con- 
trolin the matter of opening, extend- 
ing, widening, straightening and clos- 
ing up, in whole or in part, any street. 
square, lane, alley, court, or place within 
their bounds. It is said that, as soon 
as the first attempt is made to sell a 
man’s property under this act, a case 
will be made and an appeal taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It may be that the act in 
question is sweeping in its provisions, 
but there is certainly a crying need 
for some law which will enable a 
municipality to overcome the opposi- 
tion of a few obstractionists who fre- 
quently, as we have seen. in Los 
Angeles, succeed in preventing the 


1. opening of a leading thoroughfare for 


years, even when a great majority of 
the property-owners interested are in 
favor of the improvement. Without a 
reasonable amount of power in this 
direction on the part of a city govern- 
ment we must give up altogether the 
attempt to make a cijy beautiful and 
attractive. 


THE UNITED STATES SENATOR. 
SHIP, 


Stephen M. White has addressed a 
long letter to the San Francisco Wave, 
giving his views on the pending politi- 
cal contest in the State. 

After attempting to fasten upon the 
Republican members of the late Legis- 
lature a large share of the responsi- 
bility for the wasteful extravagance 
which characterized that body, Mr. 
White turns his attention tothe Sena- 
torial question and says: 


In the first place, I started out with the 
assumption that if the next Legislature is 
not Democratic, Leland Stanford will be 
re-elected. That 1 am right about this, 1 
have no doubt. Everything is set that way. 
Noother name will be presented tothe 
caucus. All other members of the Repub- 
lican party are disqualified. : 


This is perhaps a natural position 
for Mr. White to take, as a Democrat, 
because itis calculated to strengthen 
that party by creating the im- 
pression that the Republican party 
in the State is under the yoke 
of one man- that it is a Stanford party. 
Were such belief to become general, it 
would certainly disgust many inde- 
pendent Republicans and cost the 
party a number of votes. It 
is not, however, correct. The State 
Convention at Sacramento, by its very 
significant action in refraining from 
indorsing the Republican Senator 


California has thrown off the fetters 
which have bound it—that the course 
is Clear and the race open to all. That 
action meant that the election of a 
United States Senator is not a foregone 
conclusion. It meant that Repub- 
lican legislators will, after elec- 
tion, cauvass the merits of the 
numerous available men in the party. 
such as Estee, Swift, Felton, Perkins, 
De Young, Morrow and others, includ- 
ing perhaps the incumbent of the posi- 
tion, and will then make their choice, 
without fear or favor. Mr. Stanford 
is neither nocessarily the choice 
of tke Legislature, nor is he 
on the other hand, necessarily to be 
excluded. He simply stands upon the 
samo footing as the other good Repub- 
licans who are worthy of the office. 
The action of the convention further 
meaus that the Republican party of 
California will not allow any man, 
whether Republican or Democratic, to 

browbeat them into the acceptance of 
one candidate to represeat usin the 
United States Senate, without a full, 
fair and impartial consideration of the 
claims of all. 

It would, doubtless, be a good thing 
for the Democratic party were the 
Republicans owned, body, soul and 
breeches, by Mr. Leland Stanford, but 
that such is not the case the action 
late Republican convention 
proves, and its 
action is indorsed by all honest, fear-

less Republicans throughout thelength 
and breadth of the State, whe accept 
that timely assertion of independence 
as an omen of a glorious victory in No- 
vember.

80 far as it is tolerated by the United 


zates Government, are numbered. 
The Anti-Lottery Bill now having re- 
ceived the President's signature is alaw. 
Louisiana men say that it will be im- 
possibie for the lottery to be conducted 
on anything like the same profitable 
basis that it has hitherto been. The 
friends of the measure believe that the 
lottery company will make some. ar- 
rangements with the express com- 
panies by means of which they will be 
able to communicate with the public 
in a manner which will be adequate 
to conduct their nefarious business. 


ONCE more we hear of an instance 
of premature burial. This time from 
Austria. The body of a woman was 
dug up in order to hold an autopsy, 
when it was found not only had she 
been buried alive—but horror of hor- 
rors—that she had given birth to 
a child in the coffin. Can any- 
thing more dreadful be, conceived? 
Now just reflect upon the very 
small percentage of bodies which 
are exhumed, after having been buried. 
Not one in ten thousand is thus 
treated. Yet, how frequently do we 
hear of the discovery of indubitable 
cases of premature burial: How very 
many such cases must there be, then, 
of which we never learn. There is 
ample room for work on part of the 
society recently formed in the East for 
the purpose of preventing such horrible 
occurrences. This is certainly a mat- 
ter in which the governments of the 
States might properly interest them- 
selves. 


THE matter of the opening of First 
street will probably come up in the 
Council tomorrow. The proposition, 
which has been mooted, to limit the 
assessment district on the east by 
Broadway, is not a wise one, espe- 
cially as property-owners on First 
street, between Broadway and Main 
streets, have expressed their 
willingness to pay a fair pro- 
portion of the expense of 
an improvement in whieh they 
are so nearly interested. ‘There would 
probably be no serious objection on 
part of these property-holders to an 
assessment of five, or even ten dollars 
a front foot, while such assessment 
would make possible the restriction of 
the tributary property, west of Broad- 
way, to the direct line of First street, 
leaving out the cross streets. Why, 


[then, should the assessment stop at 


Broadway? 


Ir is pleasant to learn that the 
minute parasite which preys on the red 
scale is doing as effective work as did 
the vedolia on thé ‘white variety.

But it can do a great deal more than 
it has done toward staying oppression 
and modifying the injustice which 
exists, and under which men labor. 

If the divine principle of love, which 
is the vitalizing force of Christian 
character—love to God and love to 
man—always swayed our churches, 
and influenced the conduct of every in- 
‘dividual member throughout the week; 
if they took it with them to their 
places of business, into their social life, 
and into all the relationships which 
they hola with men, how would the 
whole fabric of sociaty be changed. 
The world would seethe power and 
the beauty that there is in Christianity. 
Worldliness would stand abashed. It 
would be no longer aggressive, for the 
worldling admires consistency and re- 
spects sincerity, and earnestness and 
devotion to any great cause is conta-

ailroad named Keogh went away, 
eaving numerous creditors, among the 
number being the Italians. A new 
contractor took possession, and puta 
number of laborers to work in the cut 
formerly worked by the Italians. The 
latter refused to allow any one to work 
in the cut until they had received 
pay for the work done under Keogh, 
and proceeded to oust the new 
laborers. Three times the new labor- 
ers were run out. The contractor ap- 
plied to the court for protection and 
was furnished a posse of about a dozen 
men, headed by the Sheriff of Wayne 
county. On Friday the Sheriff ap- 
peared and made an attempt to arrest 
the Italians, who fiercely resisted, and 
an unequal combat resulted, with forty 
or more Italians on one side armed 
with stones, knives and revolvers and 
the sheriff’s men on the other. The 
Italians fought from behind -trees, 
stones and whatever would shield a 
man’s body. Firing became general 
and lasted some minutes. Several 
Italians were killed and several 
wounded. The Sheriff’s men escaped 
with a few severe bruises, About 
twenty Italians were arrested and 
taken to jail. The remainder escaped 
in the woods. Thescene of the fight is 
forty or fifty miles from here and re- 
mote from railroad or telegraph com- 
munication,

Annual Report—Earnings Decreased 
by Floods and a Strike. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The annual report of 
the Illinois Central Company was 
made public this afternoon. It shows 
that for the year ending June 
30th, 1890, the gross earnings 
of the Illinois Central proper were 
$14,448,006; of the Dubuque and 
Sioux City line, $1.909,924; of the 
Cedar Falls and Minnesota line, 94,- 
092; total, $16,452,022. This is an in- 
crease compared: with the preceding 
year of $1,296,405. The net earnings 
of the Lllinois Central proper were 
$4,822,901, an increase of 951.761. 

The report says that the fact thata 
large increase of gross revenue has not 
been followed by an equal increase in 
net earnings is due to three causes: 
The first was the increase of standards 
which entailed an expenditure 
for the maintenance of ways and 
structures of $2,110,777, an increase of 
$651,870 over the amount spent during 
the previous year. A large portion of 
this was due to the laying in track of 
The sec- 
ond cause was the submerging 
of tracks for a long distance in 
Louisiana during the unprecedented 
floods last spring, necessitating a large 
outlay for repairs and the payment of 
a large sum to other railways whose 
tracks were temporarily used The 
third reason given is the strike, which 
tied up the road in June.

CRESSON SPRINGS (Pa.,) Sept. 20.— 
By the Associated Press.] The Pres- 
ident devoted today to a visit to the 
lumber and bituminous coal region of 
central Pennsylvania. There was a 
reception by the President in each of 
the places visited. 

CLEARFIELD (Pa.,) Sept. 20.—The 


special train bearing the Presidential 


party reached Altoona at 10:30 o’clock 
and made a short stop. The next stop 
was at Tyrone. The station was 
thronged with people, mostly laboring 
men, bearing flags, and they cheered 
the President almost contin- 
uously until the train moved 
off. The President came out on 
rear platform and shook 
hands with several hundred persons. 
The party received most enthusiastic 
greetings all along the line, especially 
at Osceola and Houtzdale. Business 
was suspended at both places and all 
the inhabitants turned out to give the 
President a rousing reception. 


At Houtzdale the President was re- 
ceived by a committee of twelve citi- 
zens and provided with a carrage. 


A crowd numbering nearly 10,900 


people lined both sides of the 
route taken and greeted the distin- 
guished visiturs with frequent cheers. 
Kincaid Post, G. A. R., acted as a 
guard of police. The procession fin- 
ally stopped under an evergreen arch 
near the station and the President and 
Gen. Hastings were escorted to a. 
grand stand. Brief speeches of wel- 
come were made by W. H. and 
W. I. Shaw and the President re- 
sponded. 

He thanked the people for the hearty 
welcome, which he said he regarded 


not as personal; but as an evidence of 


loyalty and fidelity to the Government 
of which we are all citizens. In con- 
cluding, he said he wished to declare 
that he has no other purpose as Presi- 
dent of the United States than to so 
administer the office as to promote the

The several meetings that have been 
held at the Turnverein Hall and the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce for 
the growers of this county to organ- 
ize a producers’ union bid fair to fin- 
ally result in an organization that will 
be permanent and secure to the farm: 
ers profitable returns on their invest- 
ments. land, improvements, and labor. 
The great mass of the producers have 


ization, whereby they can largely con- 
trol their own business and dotheirown 
packing, shipping and selling. At the 
meeting held September 13th, the 
sentiment was to perfect an organiza- 
tion, conducted on business principles, 
that by its reliability and efficiency 
would at once gain the confidence of 
the trade, and by a system of commun- 
ication with the leading markets of 
the world secure the highest ruling 
prices for Southern California home 
productions. 

A committee was appointed Septem- 
ber 13th to prepare an address to the 
growers, asking their cooperation 
and assistance in perfecting the organ- 
ization, of which the following is a 
copy: 

ADDRESS. 


Los ANGELES, Sept. 20, 1890. 
To the farmers of Lus Angeles county.— 


Greeting: “Come, let us reason to- 
gether.’ In convention assembled 
on Saturday September 13th, we, 


the undersigned, were appointed a com- 
mittee to address you and call to your 
minds the following facts, to-wit: Organ- 
ized codperative action is the order of capi- 
talists, manufacturers, mechanics and labor- 
ing men; and, in fact all classes, except 
we, the farmers, with results very benefi- 
cial to said classes. Then why should not 
we, the producers of all the necessities of 
life, organize for their benefit? To be sure, 
we have in times past tried combining un- 
der the name of granges, ete., with results 
not altogether’ satisfactory to  our- 
selves, but partial failures in the past in 
trying to better our conditions should by no 
means prevent our trying again, if the prin- 
ciple be right, which no one questions. 
‘These are times when people are prepared, 
or, in other words, the times are ripe for an 
advanced step in civilization, and, judging 
from the rapid growth and enthusiasm of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, now 3,000,000 strong, 
and other organizations throughout the 
United States, the time is now at hand for 
us, the producers, to unite, that we may 
work more intelligently, and thereby secure 
more just legislation and better remunera- 
tion for our labor and investment. 
In view of the foregoing, several 
farmers from different parts of the 
county met in Los Angeles, August 18th, 
and had a general discussion, which re- 
suited in forming an organization known 
as the Los Angeles County Producers’ 
Union. This organization recommended 
the forming of farmers’ alliances with the 
understanding that this union should be 
succeeded by a county alliance when the 
requisite number (five or more) had been 
formed. Atan adjourned meeting of the 
union two sub-alliances had been formed 
and a number sufficient to form a county al- 
romised for October 4th, to 
which time

large number of you will be with us at our 
October meeting. We would suggest that 
every rural school district send one or more 
delegates, but at the same time all are most 
cordially invited to be present.

The price was $800,000, and hardly any | 
part of the magnificent furnishings, | 
the bric-a-brac and the statuary could 
be utilized by the new proprietor. So 
a few months ago the collection of 
Statuary was sold to Judge Hilton. 

There still remained furniture enough 
to furnish almost any two other New 
York mansions. Each article was a 

masterpiece, constructed by hand after 
special designs, but useless to the club. 

A good deal of it would be out of pluce 
in almost any other residence in the 
country, because the beds and ward- 

robes were designed with a view to the 
size of the rooms, and no other man- 
sion except, perhaps, some old country 
house hus such spacious rooms as the 
marble palace at the corner of Fifth 

avenus and Thirty-fourth street. 

The great feature of this collection 
is the bed, which the merchant had 
made expressly for the use of Presi- 
dent Grant. It took a dozen skilled 
workmen nearly six months to make 
this bed for the single night’s repose 
of a president. Stewart’s fame was at 
its zenith then. He was the greatest 
merchantin the world. He had sent 
ship-loads of corn to famished Ireland. 
he had lavisbed thousands in charity 
at home, he had helped save the Union 
and he was in the confidence of the 
President and his cabinet. In many 
parts of the country there was a great 
cry for Stewart for Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Presideut was to visit 
New York and Stewart was to enter- 
tain bim at his mansion. The date 
was several months distant and the 
merchant immediately gave orders to a 
celebrated firm of furniture designers 
for the most massive and costly bed- 
chamber suit ever made for an Ameri- 
can residence. In good timeit was 
finistied. The wonderful bed was 
placed in the state sleeping apartment 
of the mansion, and one night, for six 
and a half hours, the form of President 
Grant was stretched upon it. But 
there has been no secretary of the 
treasury by the name of Stewart. 

Inthe Fifth-avenue auction room 
the tamous Stewart furniture is ar- 
ranged with an eflect calculated to im- 
press the prospective bidder with a 
consciousness of his exceeding insig- 
nificance. On either side of the en- 
trance are the tremendous hall-stands. 
The N of the auction-room is 
seventeen feet from the floor. If it 
were six inches lower the hall-stands 
would have to remain on the sidewalk. 
Then increasing in magnificence as the 
bidder advances toward the desk where 
he is expected to leave his deposit, are 
the ordinary solid rosewood chamber- 
suits, the carved rosewood beds of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stewart and the Italian mar- 
quetry inlaid bed made for President 
Beside these are rosewoud 
wardrobes fifteen feet-high, ten feet 
broad and a yard deep. But the Grant 
bed is the gem of the collection. The 
massive rosewood headpiece towers to 
the ceiling. Its cornices and pedi- 
ments are rich with carved frnit. and 
flowers, and delicate lines of white 
and black Italian marquetry are traced

There are four great ranches con- 
taining over 4,0000 acres, which control 
nearly all the lands along the foothills 
between Los Angeles and Santa Mon- 
ica, which is the very choicest fruit land 
in Southern California. Frostless in 
winter and having a delightful summer 
temperature, free from the excessive 
heut of the interior, all of which, if occu- 
pled by small farms, would add to the 
resources and wealth of this part of 
the country. 

Several irrigation districts. could be 

formed which would place this whole 
section in a productive state, where 
7 are pastured a few sheep and cat- 
tle. 
The mountains and foothills furnish 
numerous natural reservoir sites, 
where billions of zallons of water 
could be stored in winter for summer 
use. 

San Diego brings water from the 
Sweetwater reservoir, a distance of 
over sixty miles. Here the reservoirs 


would be within the district. There 
are also several |} f water 
yet unappropriated, within twenty 


miles of this land. 

It is not unlikely that strong efforts 
may be made by a few large ranch 
owners to have this law repealed at as 
early day as possible, but if this mat- 
ter is taken hold of promptly and 
pushed, within a very short time this 
section of country will be covered with 
orchards. The pest of scale bugs is no 
comparison to that of men whose 
highest ambition is to control large 
land grants for sheep and cattle, who 
escape equal taxation, who neither im- 
prove the land themselves nor allow 
others to improve.

Let us not wait for some- 
thing to turn up, let us turn it up our- 
selves. FARMER AND TAXPAYER. 
The Impending Famine In Ireland. 

Los ANGELES, Sept. 20.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Timres.] We may ex- 
pect, next winter, a large immigration 
from Ireland. The reports which 
reach us concerning this year’s potato 
crop give rise to the greatest appre- 
hensions, and we may see again the 
terrible scenes of the famine that from 
1845 and 1849 reduced the population 
of the island from eight to less than 
five millions of inhabitants, either by 
death or immigration. The terrible 
potato disease imperils again the ex- 
istence of a whole people. All the 
western counties, from Donegal to 
kerry, are infected. The leaves of the 
potato plant are blackening and the 
crop will be an entire failure. : 

The nauseous odor of which Father 
Matthew wrote in 1845 is again per- 
ceived and all the old symptoms of the 
work of putrification in the bowels of 
the earth again show themselves. 
The authorities of the island, and be- 
fore all, the clergy, who so admirably 
fulfill the duties of humanity, raise a 
cry of distress, urging the necessary 
measures to prevent the terrible disas- 
ter which may be in store for the most 
unfortunate Ireland. Even Mr. Bal- 
four has lately acknowledged in the 
House of Commons that the outlook is 
dark, and that something must be 
doue, 

In order to realize the possible con- 
sequence of a bad potato crop in Ire- 
land, let us remember that almost 
throughout the emerald island, and 
especially in the western counties, the 
state of misery is epidemic and con- 
stant, and that the potato is the only 
food of the population. Even where 
the farmer succeeds in curing one or 
two hogs, with whom he shares bis 
inud cabin, these animals do not con- 
ali t; they mostly serve 
to pay his rent, whence the name 
rent-payer“ given to them, When, 
at the beginning of winter, the pro- 
vision of potatoes grows low, the 
small farmer, the laborer and their 
families know what privations they 
Will have to submit to. The history 
of the great famine of 1845 and the 
following vears is sadly instructive on 
this subject. 

Not in the passionate declarations 
ofthe politicians must we read this 
history, butin the dry reports of the 
English authorities, which are not 
Suspected of sensationalism. The 
rotten potatoes devoured, with the 
natural consequence of terrible epi- 
demies; herbs, earth even, used to de- 
ceive hunger; acts of cannibalism; the 
population struck by apathy, a conse- 
quence of despair; the living and the 
dead pressed closely against each 
other in an odious promiscuity, 
within the four walls of a narrow 
cabin; to fill the measure of misery 
some heartless landlords taking advan- 
tage of the occasion to operate great

For in- 
stance, to take down one high mast in 
some ae where the. light is not 
properly diffused, and in lieu thereof 
put three lamps on three lower masts, 
thus giving that portion of the city 
much more light by proper distribu- 
tion of the masts, and at the same time 
giving the light just where it is re- 
quired, namely, on the ground, and not 
among the clouds, where, in some por- 
tions of the year, it is completely ob- 
scured by fog. 

We propose to give the city more 
light at less cost. We do not propose 
any radical changes in the distribu- 
tion of lamps as at present located. 
The proposition is simply to place the 
lamps 80 as to give more light than it 
is possible to get under the gg oy 
system. We have only made the sug- 
gestions, and the Council can dis- 
tribute the lamps as in their opinion 
seems most desirable. We have made 


no demands upon the Council and ask In 


for no special favors at. their hands. 
We simply ask for an opportunity to 
make & competing bid for the city 
lighting, aud upon specifications: that 
are frame to suit the requirements 
of any ca! y wishing to bid.

It seems that the Health Officer has 
been too severely criticised for sum- 
moning the Coroner to inquire into the 
cause of Mrs. Manlove’s death. Al- 
though the political code provides that 
a certificate of death signed by two 
reputable citizens shall be sufficient for 
granting a burial permit, the circum- 
stances in this particular case seemed 
to warrant an investigation. Dr. 
Sherk was informed that Mrs. Manlove 
died from a cancerous ailment. He 
was reterred to Dr. Van Slyck as her 
physician. Dr. Van Slyck said he had 
not treated her for three months, and 
the last time he had seen her she was 
suffering simply from an abscess 
back of her right ear. The 
Health Officer thus had the case pre- 
sented to him in two aspects, differing 
very materially. Learning that no reg- 
ular practitioner had visited the de- 
ceased during her illness, and without 
authority to proceed with an investiga- 
tion himself, Dr. Snerk’s only course 
consistent with duty, as he saw it, lay 
in summoning the Coroner. The ‘high 
standing of the deceased and her rela- 
tives in this community made the ne- 
cessity for such action altogether re- 
gretable, afact which Dr. Sherk ap- 
preciates probably more than any one 

else; but in doing what he did, he did 
what he believed to be his duty. Nor 
does it follow that he acted without 
knowing what the law says on the sub- 
jeot.

AN ELECTRIC FIRE ALARM. 


Citizens Favor Putting in Such a 
System-Mr. Hopkins Resigns 
From the Library Board

the men employed on ‘Tur Times had 
actually stopped work several hours 
before. The proprietors rallied and 
got out their papers without missing 
an issue, though much crippled for the 
time being. 

Third. The union strikers having 
voluntarily abandoned good situations 
on THe Times and the Herald, and 
locked themselves out, the proprietors had 
no alternative Jéft but to fill their 
— permanently, which they have 

one 

Fourth. The force employed by Tne 
TIMES are members of the Printers’ 
Protective Fraternity, a rival organ- 
ized-labor body. The men receive the 
same wages as their predecessors, are 
equally competent, more reliable, and 
not unjust or despotio in their de- 
mands. The Fraternity has discipline, 
solidarity and espritducorps. The mem- 
bers work under laws, rules and regula- 
tionsof their own, which do not inter- 
‘ere with that control which the pro- 
prietors have aright to exercise over 
their own property and business. 


Their motto is: Live and let live.“ 


Fifth. The attitude of IE TIIIES 
towards organized labor cannot be suc- 
cessfully assailed. We confidently ap- 
peal to the unimpeachable judgment 
rendered by our pay-rolis from week 
to week during many years. For the 


year ended September 30, 1889, THE 


T1MEs’ composing-room bills aggre- 
gated $27,887.98, being a weekly aver- 
age of 8536.30. For the seven months 
and five days immediately preceding 
the strike—that is, from December 31st, 
1889, to August 5th, 1890, inciusive— 
‘THE TIMES furnished to the mistaken 
men who went out ou strike steady 
and lucrative employment aggregating 
4213 days, being a little over 702 weeks 
of six working days each, For this 
service we paid $17,114.40. averaging 
91 per month, or 8570.40 per 
week, being an increase over the rate 
per week for the preceding year. The 
8 p ay per man during this per- 
iod, instead of being lower thau for- 
merly, was high; it was a trifle over 
$4.06 per day al round. The averages 
made by individtial members of the 
force were as follows:

Sixth. These high’ rates have not 
been lowered by us; they still prevail 
in THE TInxEs office. 

Seventh. In the emergency which 
was forced upon us by the action of 
the Typographical Union, against the 
wish of many of its best members, there 
were but tliree alternatives left to us 
as proprietors of TR TimEs. responsi- 
ble to the public for its daily appear- 
ance. These alternatives were: (1) Sur- 
render to the unjust and tyrannical 
demands of the strikers; (2) suspension 
of publication and abandonment of 
business; (3) the employment of a new 
force to take the place of the strikers. 
We could not think of accepting either 
the first or the second alternative, but 
chose the third as being necessary, 
right and expedient. 

ighth, The result has proven satis- 
factory. The strike is over. It was a 
failure, The strikera have no just 
ground to stand upon. They see their 
mistake, regret their course, and wish 
they were restored tothe good posi- 
tions which they voluntarily aban- 
doned. But it is too late! 

Ninth. A ‘boycott cannot succeed in 
this community, which is too intelli- 
gent, too independent and too just to 
be drawninto acrusade of proscrip- 
tion. Besides, the would-be boycotters 
are not in the right, but olearly in the 
wrong. 

The average rang justly prides 
himself on his ability to manage his 
own business for himself, and properly 
resents the unasked and therefore im- 
pudent interference of others in bis 
private affairs.

INSURANCE’ FOR WOMEN. 


They Are Obliged to Pay a Higher Rate 
? on Their Policios Than Men. 

The question of insuring the lives of 
men is exciting a great deal of interest just 
now. The women claim that every privi- 
lege and advantage granted to men in the 
present progressive age should likewise be 
granted to women. . 

A well known insurance agent said the 
other day: 

We insure women, but we have not 
made it the feature that it could be made. 
We have not sought for women as we have 


risks which beset women we tax her $5 ad- 
ditional for each 81,000 of insurance. 
There is a prospectively large business 
ahead for this line of insurance, and if 
woman agents would work it up it would 
not be long until women would méet on an 
equality with men in the insurance busi- 
ness. We do not limit our women who 
insure to the bread winners, but we can 
show by our books many women of 
wealth. Neither do we limit age. We 
have girls of 15, and we have elderly ladies. 
We have three young Vassar students 
who are insured for 650, 000 each, and two 
married women I can recall insured’ for 
$100,000 each. 3 

“The additional tax on women’s insur- 
ance is retained in some cases, because it is 
not generally accepted yet that a woman’s 
life has a monetary value. And yet the 
woman whois partner in her husband’s 
business, the widow who supports her 
family, the daughter who keeps the wolf 
from the door, certainly has a monetary 


remedy the evil I would recommend 
good trained women agents to handle this 
department. It is a field of work not yet 
improved by the women toilers of the city, 
and ought to pay well. 

“Single women $10 extra on every thou- 
sand, You see, young women are great 
risks. Their health is not reliable. They

We 
make no offers to sectire 
who apply are ,ourteonsly treated, and if
